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1) Plant 3 rows of Squash: Squash gossip, Squash criticism, Squash 
indifference. Plant 7 rows of peas: Prayer, Promptness, Perseverance, 
Politeness, Preparedness, Purity, Patience. Plant 7 heads of lettuce: Let 
us be unselfish and loyal, Let us be faithful to duty, Let us search the 
Scriptures, Let us not be weary in well-doing, Let us be obedient in all 
things, Let us be truthful. Let us love one another. No garden is 
complete without turnips: Turn up for church, Turn up for meetings, in 
prayer, and Bible study, Turn up with a smile, even when things are 
difficult, Turn up with determination to do your best in God's service. 

2) ...when god's people assemble we can be assured of His presence! 
Matthew 18:20 For where two or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am I in the midst of them. 

3) ...me of his glory and his power! How wonderful when the Lord draws 
near our field. 

4) ...just performing the work of the master. John 16:13-14 Howbeit 
when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all truth: 
for he shall not speak of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that 
shall he speak: and he will shew you things to come. He shall glorify 
me: for he shall receive of mine, and shall shew it unto you. One 
author wrote: The Holy Spirit is the unseen guest of every service. He 
is the unseen guide of every service. He is the unseen guard of every 
service. He is the unseen gift of every service. The Holy Spirit is the 
Lord of the Church. He is the Life of the Church. He is the Leader of the 
Church. He is the Liberty of the Church. He is the Lover and the Light of 
the Church.The Holy Spirit is the One that Jesus has set over the 
Church to capture the attention, to control the activity, complete the 
assignment, to conduct the affairs, to certify the accomplishments, 
conform the attendants, and cause the additions to the Church. 


1) Hebrews 10:25 Not forsaking the assembling of ourselves together, as the 
manner of some is; but exhorting one another: and so much the more, as ye 
see the day approaching. 


2) ...someone else's field. Speaking of excuses I read the other day of a church 
promotion in Michigan called "No excuse Sunday" Their advertisement in the 
paper read: "Please join us next Sunday for Church. We're going to make it 
possible for everyone to attend Church next Sunday by having 'No Excuse 
Sunday.' Cots will be placed in the vestibule for those who say Sunday is my 
only day of rest. Steel helmets will be there for those who say, the Church will 
cave in if I ever come. Blankets will be furnished for those who say the Church 
is cold and fans for those who think it is hot. We will have hearing aids for 
those who think the pastor preaches too softly, and cotton for those who think 
he preaches too loudly. Scorecards will be available for those who wish to list 
the hypocrites who are present. Some relatives will be there for those who like 
to go visiting on Sundays. There will be TV dinners for those who cannot go to 
Church and cook Sunday dinner too. One section will be devoted to trees ana 
grass for those who like to worship God outdoors. Finally the sanctuary will be 
decorated with both Christmas poinsettias and Easter lilies for those who have 
never seen the Church without them." Ruth had it right in verse 7. 


3) ...gather together to give honor to God for the kindness he has shown upon 
usIPsalms 100:1-5 Make a joyful noise unto the LORD, all ye lands. Serve the 
LORD with gladness: come before his presence with singing. Know ye that the 
LORD he is God: it is he that hath made us, and not we ourselves; we are his 
people, and the sheep of his pasture. Enter into his gates with thanksgiving, 
and into his courts with praise: be thankful unto him, and bless his name. For 
the LORD is good; his mercy is everlasting; and his truth endureth to all 
generations. Church is not a place where we come to be counted, but a place 
to be thankful. A place gratitude and glory to God are evident! 
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1) Hebrews 4:13 Neither is there any creature that is not manifest 
in his sight: but all things are naked and opened unto the eyes of 
him with whom we have to do. 

2) ...to develop that individual attention for one another. But no 
matter how large of a church we become God will not only see 
us as a congregation of His people but as individuals that are his 
children. 


3) ...that one great need of every human heart is to feel loved. 
Many people feel unloved. A wife feels that her husband doesn't 
love her anymore. A child feels unloved by their parent. Yet I can 
assure you of God's love. One preacher said: Many are going 
around plucking daises, "He loves me, He loves me not." When 
good things happened we say, "He loves me." But when bad 
things happen we say, "He loves me not." We must never forget 
that the answer is always, "He loves me!" 

4) ...have we forgotten what our church is for and why we are 
here? This is a place of the activity of the Lord, the assembly of 
the Lord, the attention of the Lord. What is it to you? Is this 
place more important to you today than it was a year ago. Five 
years ago?
